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LOSS OF THE MESSAGERIES MARITIMES 
STEAMER “ MEIKONG.” 

In consequence of the loss of the mails by this steamer, 
which should have been delivered in London to-day, we 
are unable to give our usual summary of news from China, 
Japan, and the Straits. The details in regard to her loss 
will be received by the steamer Glenartney (expected in 
London on the 10th), which vessel rescued her passengers 
and crew. 


THE INSURRECTION IN JAPAN. 

Tue following despatch from Yokohama, dated June 6, 
has been received by way of San Francisco :— 

The situation in the south-west is virtually unchanged. The Impe- 
rial troops occupy all the strong positions, and the exact locality of the 
rebel leaders is absolutely unknown, Nevertheless, it is certain that 
‘agitation continues, and large tracts in Kinsia, in the extreme western 
part of the island, are held by roving bands of insurgents. The autho- 
Fities any it is useless to carry the conflict into the mountains, where 
great loss of life would be inevitable. They prefer to wait a certain 
result, without sacrificing blood and treasure at this moment. Neither 
foreigners nor Japanese possess any true understanding of the condi- 
tion of Satsuma. The Government frankly acknowledges that some 
Weeks must pass before the end is assured. ‘There is no anxiety, how- 
ever, as to the ultimate perfect success of the Imperialists. Official 
returns of the casualties of the Satsuma rebellion show the killed in 
battle on the Imperial side to be 10,135; died in hospitals, 824 ; 
wounded, 8,752 ; now in hospitals, 6,584; recovered and returned to 
duty, 263.

(FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
Swanenal, May 12, 1877. 

As it is by no means impossible that a little gentle pressure 
biought to bear upon the Chinese authorities at Peking from 
home (guery through the Chinese Envoys) may have a salutary 
effect in connection with a matter of considerable local interest 
here, I trust you will allow me space in your paper to draw 
attention to it. You will probably have noticed from time to 
time that the papers here fave drawn attention to the steady 
detericration of the river Hwang-poo, and there is ne doubt that 
this bas not been done without very good reason, Steady silting is 
going on between what is known as the Pootung Point (concerning 
which, by-the-bye, there was a very elaborate case determined in 
the Supreme Court some years ago) and the opposite shore ; and 
the result is that considerable changes are being made in the 
Bund line, This has caused some agitation to the Municipal 
Council, who have accordingly addressed the Chamber of 
Commerce, who will address the Consul, who will address the 
Taoutai, who will address the Peking Authorities, urging that a 
portion of the tonnage dues may be devoted to getting out a 
dredging machine and taking other steps of the same character 
to keep the river in order. there is no doubt that something 
should be dune in the matter, and it would be only right that a 
Bertion of the tonnage dues should be devoted to the purpose ; 

ut as this could only be done after a reference to head-quarters, 
Tam afraid there is little chance of its being accomplished, 
unless the high officials at Peking are in some way “touched up” 
on the subject. 

The Missionary Conference has commenced its sittings, and 
is likely to be of great interest and importance. Papers are 
promised on Taouism, Buddhism and Confucianism. It is satis- 

factory to find that missionary gentlemen are carefully turning 

their attention to these subjects. Without a thorough acquaint- 
ance with them, they must be at great disadvantage in their 
endeavours to propagate the Gospel, as before they can hope to 
convert others to Christianity they must acquire some knowledge 
of the religious tone of mind of those to whom they address 
themselves. This element in connection with Mission work has 
I think, been hitherto somewhat too much overlooked ; and I 
am sure that its receiving the prominence it deserves will be of 
great benefit to the cause of Christianity in this country. 

Everyone here is delighted that the Queen has conferred the 
honour of Knighthood upon Sir Walter Medhurst, in recognition 
of his long and able services. I have had occasion over a series 
of years to know him both personally and officially, and am cer-. 
tain that the Consular and Biplomatic Service never had a better 
man in it, Itseemsto me a pity that he should not have been 
induced if possible to continue somewhat longer in the service, 
as experience and talents such as he possesses are assuredly much. 
wanted in it. The North China Daily News apeaks as follows 
on this subject :— 

‘The value of a gift may be very much enhenced by the mode of pre- 
sentation ; and we are glad to learn that the circumstances under 
which the honour of knighthood was lately conferred on Mr. Medhurat 
were of the most gratifying character. Mr. Medhurst was specially 
summoned to Windsor and introduced to the Queen, who performed 
the ceremony with her own hand. We are sure Sir Walter's friends 
will share the gratification which be cannot fail to have felt, per- 
sonally, at the courtesy with which his long services have been recog- 
nised, and a’ the confirmation which is thus given at home to the 
kindly opinion expressed by the Shanghai coimunity. 

We have been rather amused here at some of the doings of 
the Chinese Ministers as reported from time to time in your 
paper. Fancy a Chinese mandarin conversing with Browning 
on poetry; and “Lady Kwo” assisting the young ladies at South 
Kensington with their embroidery ; the entente cordiale is cer- 
tainly increasing, and I hope that it may continue to do so. ‘The

The most important event which apparently has taken place 
in this city during the past fortnight is the examination for the 
first literary degree, or that of Bachelor of Arts. The result 
has not yet been made public, It is supposed, however, that a 
list bearing the names of the successful candidates will be pub- 
lished in the course of three or four days. Undergraduates of 
the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge would, I think, be 
surprised on hearing of the difficulties which beset a Chinese 
cand eigrailunte when a candidate for his first degree. As an 
account of an examination of this nature may prove interesting 
to your readers, I shall endeavour, in the following sentences, 
to furnish them with a few items bearing upon a subject so in- 
ceresting. Let me begin, then, by observing that each candidate 
for the degree in question is required by the ruler or chief magis- 
trate of the county of which he isa native to produce, in the first 
inatance, a certificate which has been duly signed and sealed by 
two graduates—Bachelors of Arts—who have agreed to act for 
him as sureties. This certificate not only sets forth the age and 
names of the candidate, but the names, also, of his parents and 
grandparents. It sets forth, too, the name either of the hamlet, 
or village, or town, and that of the country in which he was 
born. It further declares that he is not in mourning,* that— 
with the view of describing his personal appearance— he has or 
has not a beard or moustache, and that he is not the son either 
of a soldier,t or a playactor,t or a slavet or a whore- 
monger,t or of onet whose occupation consists not only in 
attiring corpses in grave-clothes, but in conveying them, 
when so attired, to the tomb. This certificate having been 
examined and approved by the chief magistrate of the county, 
the candidate is called upon to repair to the capital city of his 
native country, in order that on a day appointed he may there 
be examined as to his literary attainments bythe county ruler 
and other members of the Citerati, On the day of examination, 
at the early hour of six a.x., the candidate, together, of course, 
with many others, enters the examination hall; and here let it 
be observed that with an institution of this kind each county 
city is provided. At seven a. the county ruler and the 
Literati, the examiners—arrive, and at eight ‘a.st. the doors of 
the examination-hall are closed. To each candidate the subjects 
for examination are then given. ‘These subjects consist of two 
essays on themes or texts, which are selected from the four 
books, and one poem. Each essay must consist of not more 
than seven hundred characters, and not less than four hundred. 
The poem must consist of twelve lines, and each line must 
measure five metrical feet. At one or two o'clock in the after- 
noon the gates of the examination-hall are thrown open, in order 
that all candidates who have finished their papers may retire, 
Candidates, however, who are not ready writers are permitted 
to remain in the hall until nine or ten o’clock in the night, at 
which hour they are peremptorily called upon to place their

ands of the examiners, and to go, without any further 
delay, to their respective quarters. In'the course of 2 few days 
following this examination a list bearing the names of the suc- 
cessful candidates is posted upon the walls of the temple, in honour 
of Confucius, for in each county town such an edifice, of course, 
stands. Of preliminary or previous examinations of this nature 
not less than eight are held, and between each not more than six 
or eight days are suffered to intervene. Now all candidates who 
have succeeded in passing three or more of the eight examinations 
to which we have just reterred repair in the next instance, on a 








day appointed, to the prefectural or capital city of the prefecture ;

have succeeded in passing three or more of the eight examina- 
tions to which we have just referred are declared to be fully 
qualitied to present themselves to the Literary Chancellor for a 
final test or examination. This last examination, which, as we 
have already stated, is conducted by the Literary Chancellor, by 
the prefect, by the rulers of the various counties forming the 
prefecture, and by certain members of the literati, who, for this 
purpose, have been nominated by the Literary Chancellor, is 
confined to one day. As the candidates for this final test are 
very numerous, coming, as they do, from the many counties of 
which the prefecture is composed, and as the examination com- 
mences at the early hour of six in the morning, they are, through- 
out the course of the preceding night, admitted into the 
examination hall by fifties at a time. Each candidate upon 
entering the outer gates of the hall responds to his name. 
He is then searched, in order that it may be ascertained whether 
or not there be concealed in his pocket, or in the wide sleeves of 
his dress, a pocket edition of the four books or of the classics in 
which it is intended that he shall be examined. A cylindrical- 
shaped basket, too, in which he carries his pens and inkstand, is, 
for similar reasons, searched at the same time. This search is, 
in all respects, repeated as the candidate passes the inner gates 
of the examination hall. This second scrutiny of the candidate’s 
dress having been brought to a close, he is publicly identified by 
his sureties (graduates), who wear on the occasion their official or 
academical costumes, Sheets of paper necessary for the exami- 
nation are now presented to the candidate. For these sheets of 
paper, however, which are provided by the Government, he is 
maade to pay. All the candidates having taken their seats at the 
various stone tables with which the examination hall is furnished, 
the subjects for examination are immediately given, ‘These sub. 
jects consist of two essays and one poem. The texts for the 
essays are chosen from the four books and other portions of the 
Chinese classics. As in the former cases, each essay must consist 
of not more than 70U characters, and not less than 400, Each 
poem, too, must consist of twelve lines, and each line must 
measure five metrical feet. At the close of this final examina- 
tion, which, as I have already intimated, is confined to one day, 
the numbers rather than the names of the successful candidates 
are placed on the walls of the literary chancellor's yamen or 
official residence. The examination for the second degree or 
that of Master of Arts is, of course, still more difficult than the 
one of which I have just given an’ account. ‘Time and apace, 
however, would fail me, were I now to enter into a description of 
all its details, ; 





COCHIN CHINA. 

The French Colony of Cochin China was very little known to 
Europeans until the French conquered that country in the years 
1859 to 1868, 

Since then all nations have had access to its porta, which 
are few, Saigon having all the foreign commerce, the 
other towns having only coasting trade with prows from the 
northern coast of Cochin China junks from the Tonkin Siar. 
The Malays also trade to Hatien, from Singapore, and exchange 
produce of their countries. I have seen, in the mouth of the 
river, some of these consting vessels loaded with all kinds of pro- 
duce, and'crowded with poultry—cocks and hens, ducks, turkeys, 
pigeons, &c., in numerous baskets hung round the vessel’s sides 
and all’ available out-of-the-way places, and swarming with 
bronze figures, half-naked, in all kind of postures, some boldiny 
by the mast,” ropes, sails, rigging, or sitting ala ‘Turk, an, 
jabbering a langsage which appeared to’ me a continued "noisy 
sound, without intermission. 1 have heard half-a-dozen fish and 
market women speaking all ut onee, causing a babel of sounds, 
of which I could not understand a word of what they said + ec 
how much less could I distinguish words of foreign gibberish 
with scores of tongues jabberingall at once? But it could be easily, 
imagined that they were occupied discussing what each thought of us 


j aud our craft, which being a steamer must have been an object of 


wonder to them, as weapproached them very quick, although it was 
calm and astrong tideagainst us;someof thegreen-horns inust have 
stared in amazement at our steamer approaching them like ‘xa 
infernal machine, smoking and paffing, our propeller splashing 
the water about under our sterns, the ends of the blades being 
between wind and water, causing quite a confusion of awelly 
assisted by the hull of the steamer going through the water 
pushing a wave forward and raising the water in a swell before 
the bows of the vessel, our stem splitting it in two, and sending 
two jets up in a graceful curve, in imitation of fountains in or- 
namental waters. As we steamed abreast of this open coaster, 
we saluted them with our shrill whistles, of which we had two}, 


i and startled them with different sounds, which came upon them 
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so unexpectedly quite startled them. Our crew were quite amused 
at the confusion it caused ainong the crew and passengers of the 
coaster ; almost every one screamed, and the younger ones run 
crying, and hid themselves; one of them lost his balance and 
fell overboard in the water, but they being 80 accustomed to the 
water soon secured a rope and managed to creep aboard again. 

In theautumn of 1872 I was engaged, under contract by a Lon- 
don financial firm, to take out a river steamer for Saigon, to trade in 
the interior of Cochin China, in the navigation of the Meikeon with 
itanumerous branches ; the two principal ones, whichare called by 
the French Fleuve interaur ef Fleuve exteriour, very fine rivers ; 
navigable for vessels of twelve feet draught for two or three 
hundreds of miles up, frum its mouth; they branch off in almost 
every direction, and cut the country into thousands of small and 
large islands; and, in a manner of speaking, Lower Cochin China 
is a country cut up in all manner of ways, by water-roads, tra- 
velled by the natives by twenty boats of all shapes, canoes, sam- 
pans of every description and size, from a small log canoe of two 
metres long, ‘capable only of carrying a boy, to above a hun- 
dred feet long, having more than hundreds of rowers, or rather 
paddlers, not more than one metre wide, easily upset. I have seen 
some of the mandarin’s boats, with more than one hundred pad- 
dles, racing, and going at such a force and speed through the water 
that they have fairly been sent under water, filled and swamped, 
the whole crew in @ moment swimming and bailing their boat, 
and in avery short time renew the race, the rowers not the least 
affected by their bath. 

The boats of the country people are more clumsily constructed, 
full of lumber and furniture, if their family and household uten- 
sils can be called furniture, as one-half of the population live 
in boats entirely, like the Chinese in the Canton water ; whole 
floating villages of these are to be seen. 

The commercial villages, or, more properly, market towns, are 
situated about twenty to thirty miles apart on the banks of the 
numerous rivers which form the highways, that is a tide’s work, 
resting each tide at some well-known place of rendezvous, the 

rincipal and centres of commerce being Saigon and Cholons 
{Cholens ), almost entirely a Chinese market town, or central 
depot, where all the Chinese counting-houses are, and keep their 
atores for the storage of the produce of the country, where they 
collect all kinds of merchandise ; and when goods are ready for 
exportation they are shipped in large cargo boats of the capacity 
of about 1,000 piculs, when they are rowed down the Cholen 
river to Saigon, and transhipped in the foreign vessels lying at 
anchor in the roadstead. The limits of the commercial port are 
from little below the Fort du Said to abreast of the Harbour- 
master’s office, which is near the wharves of the Messageries 
Maritimes French mail boats, extending nearly two kilometres, 
and joining Le Port de Guerre, opposite the town of Saigon, 
the town dividing the two roadsteads, the commercial one occu- 

ying three-fourths the whole breadth of the river, leaving the 
Qe yank for a passage up and down the men-of-war road- 
stead, ovcupying the whole breadth of the river above Saigon, 
where moorings are placed at swing distance from each other 
for large vessels of war, the smaller Government vessels and 
hulks being moored on all fours and in tiers along each bank of 
the river, of which there are above half a hundred of the dif- 
ferent classes and sizes ; the old line-of-battle ship Flurus, vow a 
sheer hulk and flagship, being moored along the Esplanade, its 
guns commanding the whole Rue de YOpital, and, we may say, 
the town of Saigon and saluting ship. 

Above the naval roadstead, and opposite the dockyard arsenal, 
is ‘a very fine and large useful and commodious iron floatin 
dock ; it was finished a few years ago, and the last rivet clinched 
by one of the most celebrated young ladies resident at Saigon, 
a brass plate describing the ovation being fixed on the upper 
end entrance, the exact description of which I have lost in my 
travels. Often two vessels are docked at one time, and the largest 
mail boats could be repaired, and some of them are nearly 150 
metres long. 

The whole banks of the river roadstead are gtill in-their primi- 
tive state ; débris of a few old wooden wharves mark where there 
have been some kind of accommodation for landing of shipping 
cargo. At the time when only sailing ships came up the river as 
many as 150 to 200 have been busy on the Saigon river ; but at 
this present date trade is carried on in a very different manner. 
‘Many say the steamers have been the ruin of Saigon (comme 
un port de commerce); I suppose these meaus in compradores, 
stevedores, carpenters, caulkers, &c, and amongst the most com- 
mon the sailors’ grog-shops, the necessary evil to a large congre- 
gation of sailors. All these wooden and sailing vessels loading rice, 
and giving employment to so many trades following the neces- 
sities of commercial vessels, like the appendant followers of 
fn army, it must have given employment to many. How 
different it is at the date of which I write; scarcely any 
sailing vessels ride in the roadsteads; they have made way 
for the more speedy and more modern carriers, in the 
form of iron steamers that now frequent the port, some 
of them taking as much as eight to ten sailing ships’ car- 
goes. I have seen there the ss. Hankow take about 70,000 
Piculs of rice, and that in a very few days, and off again— 
very different from the slow way ten sailing vessels would have 
been expedited. ‘The difference tells in many ways; this large 


———— 
steamer had only its complement of officers, so had the othet 
ships; but there were ten of them, each different characters, 
some frolicking, &c., others quiet and of a gentlemanly behaviour, 
as my friend the commander of the 3.8. Hankow was, with his 
officers following in his steps, only leaving what money to the 
tradespeople of Saigon was required to pay for their require- 
ments. I speak of this steamer because she was the largest 
coming under my notice ; there were others smaller and trading 
regularly to Saigon and Hong Kong, being chartered by Chinese 
merchants and speculators by the month for a lump sum and 
underlet to others, and being on time charter it was to the 
advantage of the charterer to make the most of his bargain ; 60 
dispatch was his hobby ; the more voyages his chartered steamer 
made daring the time, which was about a six months’ charter, the 
greater was his profits. Small Chinese brokers were known to 
make good bargains and become rich in no time, being able to 
make handsome presents to the officers of the steamers, to give 
them a stimulation and lose no time. Manya bight gem I have 
seen on a captain’s finger or in shirt studs, &c., presents from 
their charterers, a compliment which injured nobody ; as the 
charters were effected by the owners’ regents there could not be 
any connives, but more attention paid by the officers, and, may 
be, little more wear and tear of the ship and apparel, and in the 
case of a steamer of the engines. Isaid more attention, which 
might be artificial, for I look upon any ships’ officers, if they are 
honest men, it will not matter how their ships may be employed; 
good officers willal waysexert themselves to the most of their abili- 
ties, But John Chinaman is cunning enough to know how tostimu- 
late those abilities to his advantage, and knows how to work on 
the principle of giving a sprat to catch a mackerel. Be it as it 
may, some of those Chinese act very liberally, and as good busi- 
negs men, and in many instances cutdo European sagacity. The 
Chinese merchants asa body in general are superseding our old 
established European merchants; our old Oriental merchant 
princes in many instances are disappearing the stage of commerce, 
Ind are superseded by new firme inanaged entirely on now prin: 
ciples, on economical discipline both moral and financial means, 
some of the good old times are pastYand gone; things are changed. 
Formerly the mode of trading and material of commerce was in 
the hands of fewer adventurers, who in many instances had to 
risk life and fortune, and encounter all kind of enemies both in 
climate, plagues, robbers, murderers, &c.; but now, thanks to 
these enlightened days, all things are becoming more and more 
on equal terms, the headstrong unbelieving Asiatic, of whatever 
nation or religion he may belong, are beginning to see the great 
advantage that can be derived by liberal ideas ; they open their 
eyes to the immense advantages they can derive by free inter- 
course, free exchange of thoughts as well as of goods ; those who 
had no need, but lived in theic primitive, and I may say sava 
mode of life, are now proud to descend from their lofty thought 
of natural and primitive savage life. Thousands, I may say 
millions, are now flocking to the standard of commerce; they see 
that in it all their wishes and needs can be supplied ; and though 
they might not have knowu these wants had they continued in 
their primitive habits, India, and particularly China, gives us 
good proofs of these changes, which PShall call civilisation, ‘See 
our little island of Hong Kong, a mere rock on the coast of 
China on the south-east ironbound coast of the great Chinese 
Empire and Continent of Asia, with its millions of souls; see 
them, how they are gradually assimilating their views to ours, 
particularly those more thrown in contact with Europeans, and 
in many instances superseding them in commerce; for in- 
stance, Ree our great emporitms of commerce in the East, 
wherever the Chinese are under our European institutions, 
particularly those under the English free institutions in most 
pari of India, China, and those great commercial regions which 
are protested by the British flag; see how they advance with 
confidence; the emblgm of security, wherever it is seen, means 
safety, commerce and wealth ; wherever gentle breezes are wafted 
to unfold that glorious banner of Union there is activity, wealth 
and prosperity, Icould also say peace ; but as, in some instances, 
her enemies,*by envy, greed of gain, &., will try to disturb that, 
peace, so much needed for the true development of commerce, 
may be broken occasionally. By the great competition and even, 
I may say, our own merchants, they have ruined themselves in 
many instances and enriched the Chinese, see Hong Kon, 
for instance, those who have been or had come there lately wil 
understand what I say ; dwellings cannot be built fast enough, 
or convenient ground be found to build upon for the, converted 
Chinese who flock by thousands to the British standard for 
commeree,’as well as for-protectioi'and chiefly instinct’ of gain. 
The Chinese are fast drawing the Chinese ¢rade into their 
hands ; even the English or otRer European houses do most of 
their commerce through their compradores, and teach them how 
to trade and carry on a profitable business ; which in time said 
compradores go into business themselves, and with greater econo- 
mical management, outdo their old employers. How many 
houses now in Hong Kong could wind up their affairs on advan- 
tageous terms—what would be left to them? Many of them do 
not know, andI am sure I do not, but from hearsay while 
there I gathered the information that ifsome of the houses were 











to liquidate it would be ruination to them ; aud why so, many 
will say that trade and commerce is not so good as formerly, 
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may be the reply ; but that is not correct, for the consumption | 
and supply is greater than ever it was. Ww hy, it is fabulous to 
read the reports of the customs, &e.; add to that the conniving 
unlegal ecommerce which is carried on, and which never sees the 
reports on commerce, and the answer is that commerce and in- 
tercourse of nations is greater than ever it was ; in no time was 
the nations more prosperous than they are now; some kingdoms, 
governments, communities, companies, firms or individuals may 
have some change in their prospects for the better or for the 
worst; but taking the world as a whole, its inhabitants were never 
more prosperous ; wealth abounds everywhere, if an individual 
hath it not many others have; so my reply to those who say that 
trade or commerce is not so good as in years gone by is, that the 
few old merchants who have made colossal fortunes when they 
were alone are now superseded by huudreds who have embarked 
in ithe same line of business, and have to compete with every- 
oly.

We had made the passage from Valparaiso ia seventy-two days at sea, 
and had indulged ourselves in only seventeen days of rest and relaxa- 
tion in harbour, iy far the greater part of this passage was made ia 
the favoured region of the tride winds, no severe weather having 
Been encountered until we entered the Kuro Siwo, or warm Japan 
current, a sea not less stormy than the Gulf Stresm of the Atlantic, 
and probably rendered boisterous from similar exuses. After a short 
stay at Yokchama we proceeded to Kebe, in the Inland Sea, 
and attended the opening of the railway to Kioto by the Mikado. 
From Kove we steamed through the Inland Sea in traly winterly 
weather to Simonoseki, where we found the people much agi- 
tated by the recent insurrection of the Satsuma clan, Bidding 
ewell to Japan with regret, we steamed to tho southward, We 
issued forth from the Inland Sea by the Boungo Channel, through 
which Admiral Kuper conducted the combined fleets to the bombard- 
ment of Simonoseki, but which has since been rarely used. Passing 
between the Linachsten Ixands, many of which are active voleanoes, 
and the Liukiu group, we entered the Formosa Channel on the 24th 
of February, on whieh day, aided by the current, and ranning before 
a strong north-east monsoon, we mata good upwards of 300 knots 
under sail only. This was the best performance of the voyage. On 
the following evening we arrived off Hong Kong. We sailed from 
Hong Kong on the 7th of March, touched at Macio on the same day, 
ran down the China Sea before pleasant north-east breezes, and reached. 
Singapore on the 17th of March. After calling at Jobore, Malacca, and 
Penaug, we i the Indian Ocean, in calm and oppressively hot 
weather, and arrived at Galle on the 29th, and Columb ua the 30th of 
March, On the Sth of April we were “once more upon the waters,” 
and on the 15th, having steamed the whole distance of 2,100 miles, we 
reached Aden. 


Mr. Brassey notes the importance of the Suez Canal, and the

China, By Baron F.F. von Ricutorex. Berlin; Dietrich 
Reimer. London: ‘Trubner, and Co.—The first volume of the 


long expected work by Baron von Richtofen upon China full 
promises to fulfil the expectations which have been formed witl 
regard to it, As our readers are aware, the author has tra- 
velled extensively in China with the object of obtaining detailed 
geological and geographical information, and many of his notes 
made during the journeys which he undertook have already been 
published. During the time which has intervened Baron von Rich- 
tofen has evidently been well employed, and his supplemented 
his own information with very careful reading of staudard works 
and of the reports from other travellers, such as Mr. Michie, 
Mr. T. T. Cooper, &c, sothat the scope of his work has been 
considerably extended from what was at first expected, and 
in fact it will when completed be a perfect encyclopoedia upon 
matters connected with China, in addition to containing Barou 
von Richtofen’s own valuable scientitic observations and his notes 
upon the country and the people, In the preface which he gives, 
the author explains that the scope of the present volume is to 
some extent circumscribed by the fact that the main object of 
his journey in China was the investigation of geological and 
geographical matters in that country. He reserves a detailed 
account of his travels for a future volume, and in the present 
one gives the results of his work, the main subjects being geology 
and geography, ‘These form the base-line of the volume, aud 
more grenerai remarks upon the country, the manners and cus- 
tomsof the people, and the like subjects donot fall within its scope. 
The subjects treated are therefore comparatively few, but a large 
proportion of them, being from Baron Richtofen's own observations, 
are of much value, and throw light upon many matters hitherto 
only dealt with in a cursory manner. Baron Richtofen acknow- 
ledges being indebted for much ince to Mr. Ross Browne, 
formerly United States Minister at Peking ; Mr. Cunninghame, 
formerly the head of Russell and Co.'s house in Shanghai ; Mr, 
F. B, Juhnson, of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co.'s, Mr. A. 
Michie, Baron Rebfus, and others. It is worthy of note that in 
speaking of the Chinese officials he says that on the whole he 
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has reason to be contented with the treatment he met with at 
their hands. He states that heshad not much to do with them 
Beyond having his passport renewed every year ; but that he 
was invariably treated with tact and civility, has an agree- 
able recollection of his intercourse with them, and does not ap- 
pear to consider that there are grounds for the frequent complaints 
that are made against them. No doubt troubles of this kind 
arise at times from a want of care and tact ou the part of travel- 
Jers ; but we fear that Baron Richtofen must be considered to 
have been exceptionally fortunate, probably from the fact which 
he states, that he luckily had but very littlefoccasion to have re- 
course to the officials for aid or advice. It is explained in the 
preface that the reason why the author decided upon first 
writing a large volume upon introductory matters is, that the 
maps are not all ready, and that detailed accounts of the ex- 
peditions in China cannot be understood without them. We 
shall look with much interest for the future volumes of this valu- 
able work. 

Treaties Referring to Trade Between Great Britain and China, 
by Epwarp Herrster (Librarian of the Foreign-office.)—This 
portion of the important work by Mr. Hertslet on our treaties 
with China will be of great value to all who require a handy 
book of reference to show the exact nature of onr rights and our 
relations with that country. It contains a short history of the 
treaties between China and Great Britain, a list of those between 
China and other foreign countries, with an abstract of the con- 
tents of each, the orders in Council of 1865, Mr. Wade’s articles 
of agreement with reference to the seizure of British ships, orders 
in Council respecting fees, &c., and, in short, all the most im- 
portant public instruments in force in China. Extracts are 

iven from the treaties between China and other foreign nations, 

indicating the privileges which we are entitled to claim under the 

most favoured-nation clause, and the work is accompanied with 

a valuable map, showing the various ports now open to foreign 
ie. y 

The Russian Geographical Society has received a telegram 
from Colonel Prjevalsky announcing the safe arrival of the ex- 
ploration party under his command at a place distant a few 
versts from Lake Lob Nor. Thus far the scientific exploration 
of Kashgaria has been crowned with success, and discoveries 
have been made in the debatable land between China and the 
Ewir’s territory which will be communicated at the next meet- 
ing of the society. 

Le Catholicisme en Chine. By P. Danny pe Tu1eRsavut; Ernest 
Leroux, Paris. —This pamphlet, the author of which was formerly 
Consul for France at Canton, is issued with a view of throwing 
additional light upon the well-known inscription at Tsi-Gnan- 
Foo, which forms one of the most magnificent pages of the 
history of Christianity in China, and which, after being variously 
interpreted by sinologues, has beeu attributed by some of them 
to Catholics, and by others to Nestorians, The author considers 
that in view of the importance of the monument and of the 
divergent opinions which have been given out on the subject, 
a new translation of the inscription and the publication of some 
documents connected with its origin would be of a nature to 
interest at once the Savans, who seek truth in her most elevated 
and noble sphere, and all those who atill believe in the influence 
of Christianity on the progress of civilisation. The proceeds of

The United States Silver Commission. We have received a

JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL.— 
APPEAL CASE. 

BENECKE, 'SOUCHAY, AND CO. (APPELLANTS) V. WHITTALL AND OTHERS, 
TRUSTEES OF THF ESTATE OF AUGUSTINE HEARD AND CO. (RESPONDENTS). 

‘This was an appeal against a decree of the Supreme Court at Hong 
Kong, dated Feb. 16, 1876, and made in a suit in which the above- 
named appellants were defendants. The suit was instituted by the 
trustees of Augustine Heard and Co. (the respondents), in virtue of a 
deed of assignment expressed to be made and entered into by and 
between the members of the firm of Augustine Heard and Co. and 
their creditors, dated the 19th April, 1875, and under provisions of the 
Hong Kong Bankruptcy Ordinance of 1864, and the object of the suit 
‘was to have certain mortgages, eight in number, given to the appellants 
(Benecke and Co.) by Augustine Heard and Co. set aside for the bene- 
fit of the creditors under the trust.deed. The decree of the Supreme 
Court in Hong Kong set aside the mortgages given to the appellante, 
and against this judgment the present appeal was‘instituted. 

‘The reasons for the appeal were as follows :— 

1. Because the said deed of the 19th of April, 1875,did not place 


the respondents in the position of assignees in bankruptcy, and gave 
them no title enabling them to impeach the mortgages. 

2, Because the appellants cannot be treated as having assented to 
the said deed, except upon the condition that their securities should. 
not be compromised. 

3. Because by virtue of the arrangements between the appellants and. 
the said firm of Augustine Heard and Co., the proceeds of all bills drawn. 
upon the appellants, under the aforesaid letters of credit, were specifi- 
cally appropriated to the purposes of the said arrangements, and the 
said firm of Augustine Heard and Co. took upon themselves the duty 
and obligation of investing such proceeds pending the remittance 
thereof to the appellants, and could not use for their own purposes 
any part of euch proceeds without, at any rate, incurring, as from the 
date of such user, an immediate and continuing liability to give good 
security for the same. 

4, Because the said firm of Augustine Heard and Co. had applied 
for their own purposes the proceeds of bills for between £22,000 and. 
£23,000, drawn under the said letters of credit, Nos. 936,965, and 966, 
and were under an obligation to give security for the same at the time 
when the firet six of the aforesaid mortgages were given, and as part 
of the same transaction with the giving of the said mortgages they 
obtained on the credit of the appellants, and for the purposes of carry 
ing on their trade, and applied in payment of their trade debts the 
proceeds of bills for .€20,000, drawn under the said letters of credit, 
Nos, 998 and 999. 

5. Because all the impeached mortgages were given in pursnance of 
the obligation to give security for the proceeds of the said bills, 

6. Because the said mortgages were not executed in contemplation 
of bankruptcy, but in the expectation that, by the help of the monies 
raised by the negotiation of the said bills for £20,000, the said firm 
might be enabled to tide over its difficulties and continue its business. 

7. Because the evidence shows that the said mortgages were not. 
executed with the intention of fraudulent preference, but from a sense 
of obligation. 

8. Because the original execution of the said mortgages was not the 
voluntary and spontaneous act of the mortgagors. 

9, Becausethe completion of the sceurity intended to be given by the 
said mortgages of February, 1875, by the handing over of the mort- 
gages and of the title deeds to agents of the appellants, and the grantin, 
of tho further mortgages of the 13th of April, 1875, were the reaults o} 
pressure on the part of the appellante,and in no sense voluntary or spon- 
taneous acts on the part of the said firm of Augustine Heard and Co. 

10, Because, independently of the operation of the said mortgages of 
February, 1875, the handing over of the title deeds of thu property, 
under the circumstances above appearing, entitled the appellants toan 
equitable mortgage over all the horeditaments comprised in such title 
deeds, for securing the amount which they have paid in respect of the 
bills drawn upon them aforesaid, and to a lien on such title deeds for 
securing the same amount. 

11. Because the appellants are entitled to consider the said mort- 
gages as investments of the proceeds of the bills drawn under the said 
letters of credit. 

12. Bocause the decree of the 16th of February, 1875, setting aside 
the said mortgages, and ordering the title deeds to be given up, is 
erroneous. 

‘The respondents replied as under : 

1. Because the appellants assented to the deed of the 19th April, 
1875, and the said deed and the provisions of the 167th Article of the 
Bankruptcy Ordinance, 1864, relative thereto, were binding and effec+ 
tual as against the appellants, 

2. Because at the time of the date and execution of the said 
several (leeds dated respectively the 2nd aud 24th of February, 1875, 
and the 13th April, 1875, the firm of Augustine Heard and Co. were 
insolvent, and the said several deeds were executed by or on bebalf 
of that firm voluntarily and in contemplation of bankruptcy and to 
give the appellants a fraudulent preference over the other creditors of 
the said firm, 

8. Because the security attempted to be created by the said several 
doods dated respectively the 2nd and 24th of February and the 13th 
of April, 1875, was a fraud on the other creditors, entitled to the 
benefit of the said deed of the 19th of April, 1875, and the appellants 
are not entitled to the benefit thereof. 

4, Because the delivery of the said deeds on the 13th day of April 
constituted in substance an alienation of the whole of the debtors’ av: 
able estate and effects, and was on act of bankruptcy ; and the saic 
deeds are therefore void as against the respondents claiming as trustees 
under the said deed of the 19th day of April. 

‘The judgment of the Privy Conncil was delivered by Sir R. Collier on 
the 30th ult., and was to the effect that the requirements of Section 
163 of the Hong Kong Ordinance not having been complied with, 
the deed for the benefit of the creditors under which the trustees of 
Heard and Co. claimed was only receivable in evidence under Section 
165 of the same ordinance, and that the trustees had not the rights of 
an assignee in bankruptcy, Section 167 of the erdinance only applying 
to deeds registered under Section 163, Their Lordships also intimated. 
that, even without this, the mortgages would probably have been 
found to be unimpeachable as having been given in pursuance of an 
antecedent obligation to give security. 

‘The decree of the Supreme Court in Hong Kong was therefore 
reversed, and the appeal allowed with costa,

THE MAHARAJAH LELA. 

Sir P. Benson Maxwell has addressed a letter to The Times in 
which the subjoined observations occur :— 

“When, some weeks ago, Sir Charles Dilke acked, in the House of 
Commons, whether there was any truth in the assertion made by 
Maharajeh Lela, upon bis trial for the murder of Mr. Birch, that he had. 
given bimself up on the promise that he should not be prosecuted or 
put in peril, the Under Secretary for the Colonies replied that no 
such promise had ever been given him, With deference tu Mr. Lowther, 
I think I see iz plainly enough in the correspondence on Malay affairs 
just laid before Parliament. Sir W. Jervois, the Governor of the Straits 
Settlements, certainly instructed the messengers who were sent by the 
Maharajah of Johore to negosiate with Lela and his companions, that the 
only guarantee which could be given them was that if they surrendered 
themselves to us they should have a fair trial. But the Blue-book sets 
out the guarantee which was actually given ; and this document proves 
conclusively that the messengers never said a word to the Malay outlaws 
about either surrender or trial. It shows that they invited them to 
Johore to visit the native Chief of that country and their own ex- 
Sultan, who had found hospitality and protection there. It was not 
until they had been entrapped on that svil that they first heard of 
surrender to us and a guarantee of a fair trial. Then, indeed, tho na- 
tive Chief of Johore and the English Governor talked to them about 
surrendering themselves and abouta fair trial. But they were then no 
longer free agents, and they were not offered leave to return to their 
hiding-place if they did not like to face the chances of a trial for their 
lives. But in an invitation from the Chief to visit him in his country, 
coupled with silence as to the surrender to the English authorities, 
which was the secret object for which the invitation was given, can 
the Colonial authorities and the Colonial Office have failed to see that 
promise of safety to which the Malay prisoners appealed ?” 


THE SUEZ CANAL IN DANGER 
(To the Editor of the London aud China Telegraph.) 

Sin—It has been rumoured in London that a project is on 
foot to blow in the sides of the Canal and block it up, and that 
means would be taken to do the work under the Lritish flag. 
Who are the projectors of such an infernal deed is not known ; 
but it is not impossible to do that with little inconvenience. A 
few determined men could easily procure some of our old steam- 
ers row lying rotting in our docks, partly load them with the 
materials and fall in with an accident when in the Canal. The 
authorities iu charge of the Canal had better be on the alert.

FOREIGN INTERCOURSE WITH CHINA. 

The Glaegow Herald contains an article on the “Later Intercourse of 
China with the West,” in which some severe strictures are cast upon 
foreigners. The subjoined extract will serve to show the extreme 
nature of the writer's views :—When Western adventurers came to the 
shores of China and Japan in the 16th and 17th centuries they found 
the Governments disposed to tratlic, but the conquests afterwards 
made by Europeans in the Philippines, Java, India, &c., and their cruel 
treatment of the natives, led these two enstern nations to apprehend 
like results to themselves if they did not soon take precautionary 
measures of exclusion and restriction, At that time there was the 
belief in Europe that the Pope had a right to dispose of 
all Pagan lands, and only men and means were wanted every- 
where to carry it into effect. ‘The mercantile contests and perpetual 
hostilities which existed among the English, Duteb, and Portuguese 
adventurers struck the Chiuese, and to this day the character of 
Europeans is s0 represented, as a race of men intent alone on the gains 
of commercinl traflic, and regardless altogether of the means of attain- 
ment—crafty, domineering, avaricious, coutumnacious—a people that 
must be kept down in every possible way, 20 as to insuro their own 
safety—hence the jealousy aud exclusion extended to them which was 
not exercised towards their more peaceful predecessors, the Arabs. 
“The worthless character of a numerous gathering of fore 
nations under no effective control is a national reproach, as well as a 
Public calamity. All European Governments suffer in character and 
interests, both immediately and prospectively. Thisis the danger which 
has long threatened the worst consequences, in widespread hostility and 
interrupted trade. JAfterthe troaty of Nanking we find foreign merchants 
all more or less venal and corrupt, launching into a wholesale system of 
smuggling and fraudulent devices for the evasion of duties. Foreign trade 
‘was demoralised, aud converted into a game of haphazard aud over- 
reaching. Some of the treaty advantages were lost to us thereby, and 
new obstacles to further vance created. If the gross abuse of 
foreign flags, and the immunities they gave by treaty, had not been 
hubitual and matters of notoriety, especially in the class of lorcha 
yessels—emugglers and pirates all—the particular ground of quarrel 
in which the Canton difficulty in 1857 began would ia all probability 
never have ariseu.” A fruitful source of difficulty was the turbulent 
conduct of the sailors. In an early Chinese memorial foreigners were 
accused of levelling graves at Macao to make roads, and landing goods 
at pointe to evade duties and port charges. This latter charge has, un- 
fortunately, received a practical commentary last year at Chingkiang, 
where, according to our Consul’s report, smuggling seems to be revived 
among the foreign merchants. 
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Tue sr Ixpta Assoctation.—This Association, which has for its 
object the advocacy aud promotion of the public interests uf tho in- 
habitants of India, bas held its annual mecting ut Great George-street, 
Westminster. A pronosal was made to erect a suitable hall and offices 
on a convenient site, near the Houses of Parliament, where members 
of the Legislature could conveniently attend the Association's public 

ferences on Indian subjects, the estimated cost being £20,000. The 
sociation numbers among its members the Marquis of Salisbury, 
Lord Strathnairn, Sir Bartle Frere, Sir C. Trevelyan, Mr. Juland 
Danvers, and a large number of retired officers of the Indian services, 
as well as many of the Princes and Chieis of the native Indian States. 


Tux death of Captain Dunlop, late of the China tride, at the ad- 
vanced age of seveuty-seven is announced. In 1837, when the China 
ports were opened he commenced running there, and brought the first 
cargo of tea from China to Glasgow in the Jane Brower. He subse- 
quently commanded the Sappho and Investigator, in the China trade, 
till 1351, when he left the sea and obtained the appointment of ship- 
ping-master to the Sailurs’ Hume, London, under the Board of Trade. 

CONSULAR Aprolnts Phe Queen has appointed Mr. Henry 
Grant, now Consul at Brindisi, to be Consul at Naples, also to approve 
of Mr. J. E. Cobb as Consul at Stanley for the Republic of Chile ; Mr. 
Jorge Levvis as Consul at Kingston, Jamaica, for the Republic of Gua- 
temala ; Mr. Harry Lewis Hay) as Vice-Consul at Birmingham for 
the King of the Belyians ; and Mr. Eduardo Toda as Vice-Consul at. 
Hong Kong for the King of Spain, 

Iv the House of Commons Mr. Forsyth has given notice to ask the 
Under-Secretary of State for India whether it was true that the 
Chinese invading force had come into collision with the troops of the 
Ameer of Kashgar, and whether it was the intention of the Secretary 
of State for India to interpose hia good offices to restore peace, if 
possible, between China and Kashgar, aud thus preserve the indepen- 
dence of the latter territory. 

A mectixe of the United Society of Boilermakers and Iron Ship- 
builders who are locked out on the Clyde bas been held. The lock-out 
was thoroughly discussed, and it was unanimously resolved to adhere 
to the former resolution—viz., not to resume work without an advance 
of 10 per cent. on time and piece work. 






































HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmstrRpaM, JULY 4, 

‘The days of reports of commercial and banking companies have are 
rived. The principal one certainly was that of the Dutch Trading 
Company, which announced a dividend of f.53 per share. Great losses 
were sustained in Japan, viz., f.627,000, 80 that the directors deli- 
Verated about the question whether it would not be advisable to finish 
with the commercial operations in that country, which have become 
more difficult since the war has broken out, and by which it has be- 
come almost impossible to settle the accounts. It was, however, re- 
solved not to finish with Japan, but to diminish the trade with that 
country by abolishing several places of settlement. ‘The profits made 
amounted to £.2,$16,000, of which the State paid £.1,150,000. The 
first-named amount must, however, be reduced to £.1,957,000 by seve- 
rai losses. It seems, indeed, that the capital of this Company is too 
large, viz., f. 36,000,000, It’ is impossible to find employment for so 
large an amount. Perhaps it would be better to follow the example 
of the Amsterdam Bank, who resolved to diminish the capital from 
ten to six millions. 

‘The re-elections for members of the Second Chamber of the States 
General, which ought to take place at Delft and Almeli, have given the 
foretelled result, Messrs. A. M. Schagen Van Leeuwen, and H. A. 
Insinger being elected. It has caused some astonishment that Mr. S. 
Gille Heringa obtained in Delft 1,000 votes, that is 400 less than he 
who won the battle. The papers are of course discussing the chances 
of the Cabinet, and they foretell day after day that the couutry has 
decided that the Ministers must resign, My opinion is that it would 
be very dangerous for the Liberal party to accept the reins of Govern- 
ment before the lower class instruction question has been decided. 

HLM. the King has arrived at Zurich, where he lives in the hotel 
Bouwers, and where he will reside a very long time. The Prince of 
Orange will not leave the Hague ; ke and his brother Alexander will 
be present at the opening of the exhibition of art and industry, which 
will take plice on the 10th inst. Prince Henry started for Ems to 
compliment the German Emperor, The Emperor and Empress of 
Brazil will arrive here on the 15th inat. 

According tu the Amsterdam Courant, the trenty or sugar-convention - 
will be under-written within a short delay, the difficulties which were 
brought on the taps by our Cabinet being’ removed. 

A provincial Historical Exhibition was opened some days ago at 
Leeuwarden. The collection is a very rich one. Those of your country- 
men who visit Holland on their passage to the Rhine or Switzerland 
must not forget to make a trip to the capital of Friesland, in order to 
sce the mass of curiosities. 

L regret that I have to atate the death of Mr, C. Hockwater, ex-M.P. 
for Delft, and that of Dr. G. A. Schucither, who had so many friends 
in the East. 

On the 2Ist inst. a detachment of 125 soldiers will start from 
Harderwyk, to reinforce the East India army. It seems that the 
enrolinents are very easy now. About our war with Atchin we don’t 
hear anything. It looks as if peace is already concluded. 

Mr. W. Vissering concluded his studies at the academy at Leyden 
with an English dissertation entitled “On Chinese Currency, Coin, and 
Paper Money.” I hope to be able to get a copy in order to forwatd it 
to you. 

Hach anxiety prevails here that the Colorado-beetle (Doryphora 
decerlineata) will be introduced in our country. Some days ago such 
an insect was found at Rotterdam. It had arrived with a suamer ply- 
ing between that town and New York.

MR. GLADSTONE ON THE LATE RAJAH 
BROOKE. 

THE promised article from Mr. GLADSTONE in defence of 
the statement which was recently made regarding Rajah 
Brooke has appeared in the Contemporary Review for the 
present month. It is written with considerable force, but 
will scarcely add much to the author's reputation either for 
logic or for sincerity. The statement which he made and 
which was objected to by Lord Grey was a direct attack 
upon the reputation of the late Sir James BrooxeE; but, 
upon its being shown that this was unjustifiable, he stated 
that he intended to cast the whole blame of the matter upon 
the Government and not upon the individual. The article 
under notice may be described as the same theme enlarged. 
Mr. GLapsTONE stigmatises the attack on the pirates in the 
strongest terms ; urges facts (such as there being women 
in some of the boats) which, if his version of them is not 
grossly exaggerated, could not possibly have been known to 
the attacking party, and chooses completely to ignore the 
direct contradiction given to his assertions by Admiral 
Farquaar, who distinctly states that as soon as 
the fight was over orders were issued to stay the pur- 
suit. That in an attack upon pirates some persons who 
are innocent may have suffered with the guilty is unfor- 
tunately by no means unlikely; and the circumstance is 
one which no one, with ordinary feelings of humanity, can 
fail to deplore. But such sad accidents are common to 
war, and, in fact, to all use of main force ; and it is cer- 
tainly no argument against the justifiability of an attack 
upon a horde of notorious pirates, that, after the action, 
it appeared that some who were innocent suffered with the 
guilty, when there were no means of ascertaining the fact 
before. 

Beyond this appeal to the feelings Mr. GLADSsTONE’s 
article is no reply whatever to Lord GREY’s remonstrance, 
and the manner in which he condescends to special plead- 
ing may be judged by the following passages 

The name (Rajah Brooke's), which I used simply to identify the 
case, has been treated as the subject of my charge; and it is forgotten 
that I at once proceeded to state explicitly the fact, that the entire re- 


sponsibility was assumed after examination by the Government and 
by Parliament. 

Immediately following this Mr. GLapsroe says :— 

But, secondly, I bave no means of determining—aud 1 should be 
very wrong, therefore, in affecting to determine—the degree of par. 
ticipation which can be fastened upon Sir James Brooke in the par. 
-ticular matter that formed the subject of my reference. That he 
counselled, planned, and generally directed the plan of the operations 
there is, I apprehend, no doubt. "That he aupported and applauded in 
the mass what had been done, after it had been done, is certain. But 
in approving after the fact, he only stands as do other approvers who 
held the same language at home and elsewhere, 


In other words, Mr. GLADSTONE does not know whether 
Sir James BRooKE was responsible for the alleged cruelty, 
but has no doubt that he “counselled, planned, and generally 
directed the plan of operations.” At this point we are 
content to take leave of the greatest logician of the age. 


THE CASE OF DE BUSSCHE /. ALT. 

THE important point involved in the above case is that 
concerning trade customs. Nothing is more common than 
to set up a so-called custom of trade in support of a trans- 
action which has been conducted contrary to well-known 
principles of law or equity. But it is quite a mistake to 
imagine that any principle of action, even if very generally 








acted upon, will be looked upon by the Courts as a mercantile 
custom binding upon the parties to a contract. In order 
that a custom may be thus recognisable at law, it must 
have two essentials: it must be universal, and it must be 
reasonable ; universal in the sense of being accepted in all 
transactions in the trade to which it applies, and reason- 
able in the sense of not going counter to any well-known 
principle of morality or law. With respect to the last 
essential the Courts are not needlessly strict, and will give 
due weight to customs even when they are in opposition to 
general law, provided that they do not go counter to any 
great and well-known principles of public or mercantile 
morality. In accordance with this, we find that Vice- 
Chancellor HALL, in the judgment under notice, says that 
the custom which was set up with regard to taking over 
steamers at a minimum limit was “too loose to be con- 
sidered a custom,” but goes on to say :—“ In reference to a 
custom it is not unimportant to consider and bear in mind 
that for the purpose of establishing a known and recog- 
nised custom, contrary to, and at variance with the general 
views of equity and right and law as between principal 
and agent, that to establish such a custom in a place like 
Japan, the place where the transaction of the sale took 
place, a country which has only been established in refer- 
ence to commercial relations with other countries for a very 
few years antecedent to the time the transaction took place, 
the evidence must be very clear indeed,” thus restricting him- 
self within the possibility of a custom even of a doubtful cha- 
racter being recognised if supported by very strong evidence, 
but at the same time indicating that this is only a bare 
possibility, and in fact one so small that the great weight 
of probability is against its being recognised either in law 
or in equity. It may, therefore, be safely concluded that 
in general no mercantile custom which is unreasonable in 
itself, or which goes counter to recognised principles of 
commercial morality will be recognised by the Courts ; and 
in connection with the case under notice it may be observed 
that there is no principle more thoroughly established at 
law than that a person acting as an agent for the sale of 
goods on account of another cannot himself become the 
purchaser. ‘The case, therefore, forms a warning against 
entering upon transactions (even though, as we are glad to 
see the Vice-Chancellor fully recognised with respect to 
the defendant, it be done in perfect good faith), based 
upon any custom contrary to the salient principles of com- 
mercial law and morality, and it is the more important that 
this warning should be heeded, seeing that the judgment 
shows that where such has been the case the party injured 
can sue for damages, even though he may only discover the 
irregularity at a date long subsequent to the transaction 
called in question. 
OFFICIAL INTERCOURSE AT PEKING, 

THE invitation which has been given hy the Prince of 
Kune to the Foreign Ministers at Peking to come to his pri- 
vate residence and those of the other members of the 
Tsungle Yamen in friendly visits, is one of the most satis. 
factory proofs which we have for a long time had of an 
improvement in the tone of our official intercourse with 
the Chinese. It is evident that some portion of the old 
spirit of exclusiveness as regards foreigners is wearing out, 
and that the Court of Peking is beginning to recognise 
that it is at once wise and courteous to treat Europeans 
in some other spirit than as people whom it is desirable 
at all hazards to keep at bay, and whom it is impossible to 
deal with upon any footing of equality. There can be no 
doubt that this salutary change is to be traced at least in a 
considerable degree to the influence which has been exerted 
upon the Peking officials by the establishment of the Lega- 
tion here. The Ministers have received the utmost cour- 
tesy from all classes of society, from the general masses no 
less than from those in the highest positions ; and it is 
impossible for this fact not to have produced a salutary 
offect by making the authorities at Peking feel that for 
once they have undoubtedly been outdone in politeness by 
the outer-barbarian. The moral effect of this feeling is 
obvious. The Chinese always pride themselves upon their 

oliteness, and cannot feel satisfied while an opening is 
left to accuse them of not being willing to return as good 
as they receive in this respect. It is sincerely to be hoped 
that the improvement in the tone of our diplomatic rela- 
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tions, which has of late become apparent in a variety of 
directions—in the readiness with which the proclamation 
concerning the MarGary difficulty was posted in the 
various Chinese cities; in the orderly manner in which 
the new ports have (with the exception of one slight 
hitch) been opened ; and, lastly, in the invitation now 
sent to the foreign Ministers to make friendly calls upon 
the high authorities—will be continued and form the pre- 
lude to a more satisfactory state of matters than that 
hitherto existing. The larger portion of our difficulties with 
China have resulted simply from mutual misunderstand- 
ing, and nothing can tend more to remove this than grant- 
ing facilities for friendly intercourse and opportunities for 
discussing matters of general interest without the restraint 
which is of necessity called for when they are brought on 
the éapis in an official form. 


WE have more than once indicated that the SECRETARY of 
State for Foreign Affairs did not feel satisfied at some of 
the clauses in the Chefoo Convention, and notably those 
relating to the Lekin tax. Our views are now confirmed 
bys talsarain feo Obinacgiven in another éoluma, announo- 
ing that the Chinese Government have consented to open 
fresh negotiations on the subject. This announcement also 
confirms the statement we ventured to make, that the pub- 
lication of the Blue-book—-containing the concluding corres- 
pondence on the Yunnan Expedition and the Chefoo Con- 
vention—was delayed in order to give time for the rectifica- 
tion of the unsatisfactory clauses in the said Convention. 
The delay, however, has caused much inconvenience and 
loss to the merchants engaged in the trade, and we regret 
that Lord Dersy should have adopted this course. We 
submit that the Under-Secretary should have been di- 
rected in answer to the numerous interrogations by mem 
bers of Parliament, to state the real cause of delay, and not 
that assigned, viz., the non-completion of Sir THomas 
Waoe's report. We are now drawing to the close of the 

resent Session, and it will be almost impossible for mem- 
bers who are interested in the question to obtain a day for 
the discussion of the papers when presented. 


In the present day, when so much attention is being 
paid to matters of education, the description which is 
given by a correspondent at Canton of the Chinese exami- 
nations will, we doubt not, be perused with much inte- 
rest. The subject is not a new one to those who have 
resided in China, but our correspondent gives some de- 
tails which are not very generally known, The descrip- 
tion of the classes who are excludcd from passing literary 
examinations is characteristic of Chinese society and is 
of some interest as showing by implication the position 
which the army occupies in that country, a soldier being 
ranked with slaves and other proscribed person, a play- 
actor also being relegated to a similar position. The pre- 
cautions taken to prevent any deception in the examina- 
tions, rigid though they are, are not proof against all arti- 
fice, as Chinese scholars who are unable to come up to 
examination standard, and cannot, on account of their 
being searched, adopt Mr. Verdant Green's plan of 
having an “examination coat” with pockets specially de- 
signed for “cribs” of particular subjects, occasionally con- 
trive to meet the difficulty by getting a more erudite 
friend to personate them. This ruse, however, is naturally 
attended with some risk, and is not very frequently re- 
sorted to. On the whole, the examinations are fairly con- 
ducted ; and the general desire for learning is one of the 
most creditable features in the Chinese character. 


A SUGGESTION is made by a correspondent in Shanghai 
to the effect that possibly the Home Government might be 
instrumental (we presume by giving the necessary instruc- 
tions to the Minister at Peking) in inducing the Chinese 
Authorities to devote a portion of the tonnage dues to 
keeping the River at Shanghai in order. It is hardly to 
be supposed that the Foreign-office would take any steps 
in the matter unless it were specially referred to it from 
Peking ; but at the same time there is no doubt that the 
Chinese Authorities have been lax in regard to it. The 
treaty provides that the consuls and local officials shall 
“ consult together” as to devoting the tonnage dues to 
keeping up the necessary buoys and beacons, and so the 
question is really of a local character ; but as this matter 
in common with so many others has come to be practically 
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under the Inspectorate of Customs, and thatinstitution is now 
centralised at Peking, the nature of the case is somewhat 
altered. In connection with the subject, it is only just to 
note that the residents at Shanghai, being specially inter- 
ested in the preservation of the river, might reasonably be 
expected to pay at least some share of the expenses, 


In the report of the opening of the Tea market—which 
we give in another column—it will be seen that the results 

are even more disastrous than the past few years. To say 

that the importers are utterly demoralised and seem bent 

on smashing the market and each other is about all we can 

state at present. We trust, however, that bankers will make 

a note of the losers, should the present state of affairs—in 

which, apparently, a neck or nothing race at selling, regard-. 
less of all considerations of prudence, is being run—be 

continued.

THE OCEAN RACE FROM CHINA. 

It will be in the remembrance of our readers that in the early 
part of the year much interest was excited among nautical 
critics and those interested in the China trade as to the respec- 
tive merits of the two new steamers Loudoun Castle, built by 
Messrs. J. and G. Thompson, for the Castle Line of steamers 
from London to China, and the Gleneagles, built by the London 
and Glasgow Engineering Company for the Glen Line of 
steamers. Opinion was somewhat divided as to the respective 
merits of the steamers, and their progress on the out and home 
voyages has been watched with the greatest interest. On the 
outward passage the time occupied by both steamers was nearly 
equal, but as the Loudoun Castle was detained an unusual time 
in the Canal, through another steamer getting aground a-head of 
her, it was considered that she had the best of it. Opinions in 
China were, however, divided, and heavy bets were laid on both 
vessels as to which should be first in London. Both vessels 
were loaded with the new teas at the same rate of freight, and 
the Gleneagles left Hankow at 8 p.m. of May 23, the Loudoun 
Castle following at 1 a.m. of the 241th, five hours after; both 
passed Woosung at 5 p.m. of May 25, the Loudoun Custle ar- 
riving at Singapore at 2.30 p.m., June 2, and the Gleneagles 
about two hours later ; after taking a supply of coals ‘the 
steamers again started, the Loudoun Castle being about five 
hours in advance, and ultimately arriving at Suez at 3 a.m. of 
the 2ist, the Gleneagles arriving at 8 p.w. of the same day. Both 
vessels passed rapidly through the Canal, coaled at Port Said, 
the Loudoun Castle leaving that port at 2 a.M. of the 22nd, and 
the Gleneagles about twenty hours thereafter. The Loudoun 
Castle passed Dover at 7 p.m. of July 2, and afler waiting 
at anchor some hours for the flood-tide, proceeded direct to the 
South West India Dock, which she entered at 6 a.m. on the 
morning of the 3rd, and delivered the cargo on the same 
day to the importers, a considerable portion of which found 
buyers on the day of arrival. The passage of the Loudoun 
Custle is unprecedented in point of speed, the time occupied 
from Wooaung to the Downs being thirty-eight days two houra, 
including all stoppages, and from Hankow to the Docks forty 
days five hours, including all stoppages. The Glencagles arrived 
in the Downs at six o’clock on the morning of the 4th, and 
docked at nine the same evening, having been detained by hot 
bearings. In a friendly lottery, which took place at Haukow, 
the Gleneagles was the favourite steamer, the Loutoun Castle 
second, and the Glenartney third. 











VISIT OF THE CHINESE ENVOYS TO IPSWICH. 
On the 2nd inst. the Chinese Envoys paid a visit to the well- 
known works of Messrs. Ransomes, Sims aud Head, and Messra. 
Ransomes and Rapier at the above place. The event went off 
in every respect in a successful manner, and will doubtless tend 
to give their Excellencies a very favourable impression of foreign 
engineering appliances. It may be interesting to note 
Messrs. Ransomes and Rapier supplied the plant, machinery, &c., 
for the Woosung Railway. They sent oul the “Pioneer,” the 
first locomotive engine in China, and also the “ Celestial Empire,” 
and the “ Flowery Land,” and a fourth engine, called the “ Vice 
Roy,” was despatched by them to China about a month ago. 

‘he party consisted of the two Envoys, their Excellencies Kuo 
and Lieu, the Chinese Secretary and Attaches, Dr. Macartney, 
English Secretary of Legation, Mr, Hillier, of the Consular Ser- 
vice, and others. They were met at the Liverpool-street Station 
by Mr. Rapier as representing the two firms, and by Mr. Allen 
Ransome, and left in a specially fitted saloon carriage at ten 
o'clock, ‘At Colchester Mr. T.'C, Cobbold, M.P., one of the 
Ipswich borough members, joined the party. Ipswich was reached 
in two hours, the Envoys expressing their astonishment that 
they should have been able in that short time to have covered a 
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distance which, in their own country, would have taken two or 
three days. Mr. Robert Charles Ransome, Mr. John Head, 
Mr. James Edward Ransome, Mr. E. G. Midgley, and numerous 
other gentlemen were in waiting at the Ipawich Station and re- 
ceived the party, who were conducted to a number of carriages, 
and they were forthwith driven direct to a ficld by the side of 
the Bucklesham-road, in the occupation of Mr. Watkins, of the 
Purdis Farm, Nacton, where, in a spacious tent erected for the 
purpose, they were entertained at luncheon. Mr. R. C. Ransome 
occupied the chair, on his right being Kuo l'a-jen, the Chief 
Envoy ; Dr. Macartney, English secretary, Chinese Legation ; 
T. C. Cobbold, E: P.; Mr. F. Liu, attache Chinese Legation; 
and Mr. Li Shu-Chung, secretary. On the Chairman's left was 
Lieu Ta-jen, assistant Chinese Minister ; the Mayor of Ipswich, 
Mr. Walton Turner, Fung-Zce, interpreter to the Chinese Lega- 
tion; and Mr. Chang-szu-Hsun,attaché, and Mr. Head. Mr. J. E. 
Ransome and Mr, J. R. Jefferies occupied the vice-chairs. At the 
conclusion of the luncheon Mr. R. (. Ransome alluded to the ho- 
nour which the members of the Embassy had paid, not only to his 
firm and the Waterside Works, but also to the whole town, by 
their visit. It would have given the members of the two firms 
great gratification to have entertained them at their own private 
houses if time had permitted them to have done so. He hoped 
they would enjoy the day, and preserve au agreeable recollection 
of their visit. He also trusted that the Embassy which was 
commenced with them might continue for a long series of years, 
so that this, and the great country they represented, might be- 
come continuously and steadfastly friends. He concluded by 
giving the health of the Chinese Ministers. This speech was in- 
terpreted by Dr. Macartney, and Kuv Ta-jen, who, in reply, spoke 
in Chinese, thanked the Messrs, Ransomes for the fine entertain- 
ment they had given, and for their invitation to inspect agricul- 
tural implements, and hoped that China would not be longinadopt- 
ing them. Lieu Ta-jen also acknowledged the toast, aud he caused 
some amusement by his somewhat vehement style of address. 
He said he was not aware that there were so many good points 
amongst us as Englishmen, or that our trade was so large, and 
he added that when he went back to bis own country he should 
have much to report. The Company then proceeded to the field 
where the agricultural experiments, which were all of the most 
interesting character, were commenced. The Envoys were first 
shown the most perfect method of cuttingand making hay by means 
of mower, horserake, and haymakerof the mostimprovedconstruc- 
tion, and the great economy effected over the old system of hand 
labour. The celerity of the work may be judged of by the fact 
that by these machines the work can be accomplished in an hour 
at 28, an acre that would take a man eight hours at 4s, an acre. 
On a portion of the cleared land adjoining some dozen ploughs 
were at work, illustrative of the different systems of ploughing 
in various parts of the world. The visitors did not fail to notice 
the sharp regular looking work of the English implements, and 
were much interested in the light iron ploughs specially adapted 
for tropical agriculture, to the requirements of which Messrs. 
Ransomes, Sins and Head have for many years devoted their 
particular attention, The new multiple ploughs of the firm 
were regarded also with considerable admiration. ‘These ploughs 
are coming rapidly into use in the various eorn-growing coun- 
tries of the globe, and effect a great saving in men and oxen. 
The implement requires practically no guiding when at work, 
and by means of the patent lifting apparatus it is turned at the 
headland and transported from place to place with the greatest 
facility. The operation of thrashing was next inspected, the 
thrashing machine exhibited being fitted with an improved 
apparatus for chopping and bruising the straw. In South 
America, Spain, Italy, and other bot countries where hay cannot 
be grown as food for cattle, these animals are fed on the straw 
from which the grain has been trodden under the feet of horses, 
aud which has itself been chopped and bruised by the action of 
the animals’ hoofs. This bruising is very necessary, on account of 
the woody nature of the straw of hot ‘countries, which contains 
a much greater quantity of silica than that grown in more north- 
ern regions. In the thrashing machine exhibited this chopping 
and bruising is effected by an ingenious mechanical arrangement, 
and being free from dung or dirt of any kind, the chopped straw 
delivered by the machine is much superior tothat gathered from 
the ancient clay-thrashing floor. 

The most attractive feature of the exhibit, however, appeared 
to be Head and Schemioth's portable engine for burning straw, 
reeds, dry grass, cotton stalks, brushwood, &e. This engine 
was brought out in 1873 to mect a want long felt, viz., a mo- 
tive power for use in countries where coal and wood cannot be 
obtained, or only ata price quite prohibitive. It has rapidly 
sprung into public favour, and many hundreds have been 
already manufactured for all parts of: the world. ‘The Envoys 
and their suite attentively regarded the perfect manner in 
which the engine was keeping up steam stoked with straw, 
brushwood, and reeds, and the leisurely way in which it was 
being fed by the attendant; and they learned with evident 
interest that several of these engines have been sent to the 





























Indian tea gardens for working with dry jungle grass as 
fuel. Many hundreds of acres are also irrigated in Egypt 


by these engines with fuel supplied by the refuse stalks 
of the cotton plaut. It was explained to the Envoys that the 
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straw-burning apparatus could be adapted to engines for steam- 
ploughing also, and the result of the foregoing experiments was 
to show that the leading agricultural operations of the farm— 
ploughing, thrashing, grinding, &e.—can be effected in the most 
perfect mauner by steam power generated by fuel obtained on 
the estate, thus rendering the proprietor of the steam engine 
entirely independent of wood and coal. . 

A coniplete steain plough of Messrs. Fowler's was also working 
on the ground, and it may easily be conceived that the ease and 
perfection of its performance were regarded with no small 
wonder by the Chinese. The experiments concluded with the 
exhibition of one of the new traction engines of the firm, by 
which the machinery had previously been hauled to the trial 
field, aud the Envoys then returned to Ipswich to visit the 
manufactory, passing throuzh the various shops and carefully 
watchiug the working of the numerous labour-saving machines 
which are employed at the present day on so large a scale in the 
manufacture of agricultural implements. One of Messrs. J. and 
une’s centrifugal pumps was shown drawing water from. 
the quay adjoining, also a large direct action pumping engine re- 
cently manufactured for the district of Bombay, These pumps 
can raise 1,000 gallons of water, a minute at a cost of one penny 
per 1,000 quarts. 

The party then crossed the river to the worke of Messrs. 
Ransomes and Rapier. It was here that they were shown a 
great variety of engineering operations, including the manufac- 
ture of turntables, switches, tanks, and other railway machi- 
nery,and they were much interested with the process of making 
the keys and treenails, Before leaving the party were driven 
to Stoke Hall, the seat of Mr. R. J. Ransome, where they par- 
took of refreshment. Mrs. Ransome, Mrs. Head, aud her two. 
little daughters, and other ladies were present, and were much. 
interested in the Oriental visitors, The party left by the six 
o'clock train, and as it started three hearty cheers were given 
by the crowd assembled, and were courteously acknowledged by 
the Envoys, who were evidently much gratified at the hearty 
reception which they had met. 


























Wonetary and Commercial, 








The Loudoun Custle arrived in dock on the 3rd inst, and a 
few sales were made that day at 1s. 2d. and 2s. 5d. — About. 
12,000 packages have been oifered at public auction, and prices 
at the first sale were on the whole better than was expected, as 
compared with those obtainable by private contract. This is 
accounted for by the unwillingness of the trade to commit them- 
selves with the knowledge that there are heavy supplies close 
at hand. At the auction Thursday prices were much lower, 
being about 2d, under those of the previous day. One parcel 
was sold, at Wednesday's sale, at 1x. 6d., and its counterpart 
on Thursday fetched only 1s. 2fd. The reception of the 
Teas was upon the whole by no means eager, notwithstand- 
ing the comparatively moderate range of values. ‘The opinion 
expressed as to the quality in China is fully confirmed on this 
side. The outturn has been very varied, and the profits on some 
parcels have been more than counterbalanced by losses upon 
others. Some of the sales, however, show a loss of xs much as 
4d. per Ib., while the profits upon some few lots sold are only 
from 1d. to 2d. Two further public sales announced for Friday 
were withdrawn, probably in consequence of the discomaging 
results of the previous auctions. 

The total quantity of tea delivered from the bonded warehouses 
in London for the week ended the 30tb ult. was 2,735,875 lbs., 








or a decrease, compared with the previous return, of percent. 
‘The amount taken for home consumption was 1,930,571 Ibs., 
while 440,265 Ibs. was removed coastwise ; 312,395 lbs. waa 





exported, 40,259 Ibs, was sent coastwise fur exportation, and 
3,195 Ibs. was for ships’ stores. The duty received was £48,489, 
or an increase of 24 per cent. 

The tone of the Silk market is slightly better, but holders are 
unwilling to sell at present rates, and business has in consequence 
been limited. According to last reports, the general opinion is 
that the European crops will turn out to be about half of an 
average yield. Since the opening of the market in Shanghai, 
reported in our last, only 100 bales are advised as settled, and we 
must look for advice of more business before we take this as the 
basis on which operators are willing to buy ; one thing, however, 
must not be lost sight of, namely, that no quantity of new Silk 
can possibly arrive from China till September, thus giving 
holders here more time to relieve themselves of their stocks, 

In the Produce Markets the principal articles have remained in 
a dull and unsatisfactory condition, the demand for actual con- 
sumption being limited, and speculative inquiry absent ; the ten- 
dency in prices has, therefore, been again downwards. Colfee is 
quiet, but good and fine qualities of Plantation Ceylon are firm. 

ugar continues extremely quiet. Cutch has declined in value. 
Gambier is firm and steady. Spices have been very dull, Tin 
is lower, Straits being quoted £68 per ton. Black Pepper is 
active, with an advaucing tendency. Rice has also improved, 
floating cargoes beiug sold on higher terms,

In 
‘Medium class there has been little doing, and Fine and Finest being 
scarce have fairly maintained previous quotations, and the same remarks 
will apply to Red Leaf and Kaisow Teas. ‘The interest of the moment 
in centered in the New Season's Congou arrivals, the first steamer to 
hand being the Loudoun Castle, on the morning of the 3rd inst., and 
the second the Gleneagles, on the 4th, making the passage from Woosung 
in the wonderfully short space of thirty-eight and a-half and forty days 
respectively. The New ‘Teas were placed upon the market immedi 
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ately after arrival, and sales effected ranging from 1s. 7a. to Is. 104d., 
and on the following day at public auction at Is. 5d. to Is. 9d., and 
privately at 1s. 24d. up to 2s. 8d. forextra fine for Russia. Heavy public 
tales also took place on the 5th, at which a reduction of quite 2d. per 
1b. on the above prices must be noted, something like a panic having 
taken place in the market, occasioned by the unusually large quantities 
of New Teas sent to public sale. ‘The quality of the samples already 
shown have nothing striking to recommend them, many being poor in 
make and wanting in strength ; there are, however, some really fine 
parcels amongst them.

Messrs, Durant and Co.'s Circular says:—The position of our 
market can no longer be looked upon as unsatisfactory. ‘The result of 
the European crop seems to be about half an average, an excess of 
only 10 to 15 per cent. over last year.
